- et al.—A Despairing Shriek for Money 
—The Stand-and-Deliver Policy in 
Politics.

New YorK, August 28.,—The Sun to-day 
contains the following: Soon after the Re- 
publican National Committee was in organ- 
ization Gen. Garfield began an active corre- 
spondence with Senator Dorsey and with 
Gov. Jewell, which lasted throughout the 
campaign. He was especially concerned 
about the election in Indiana, and on July 9 
wrote the following letter to Senator Dor- 
sey: 

“MENTOR, OagIo, July 9. 
“Hon. S. W. Dorsey, Secretary: 

“My Drar SrR—I hope 
ety to see Gen. . Arthur, Gov. Jew- 
ell and yourself will not be consid- 
ered unreasonable. Icannot withhold from 
publication my letter of acceptance much 
longer, and I should be glad to counsel you 
all in respect to it before it appears in print. 
I am glad to know that you and the Gov- 
ernor are coming, but if you could start 
twenty-four hours earlier than the date indi- 
cated in your telegram I should be glad. 
There are several topics concerning which 
we ought to consult, Very truly-yours, 

“J. A. GARFIELD.” 

This letter shows that at the very begin- 
ning of the canvass Gen. Garfield sought 
the advice of Mr. Dorsey respecting 
such important matter as his letter 
of acceptance. On July 19 he wrote as 
follows:

“MENTOR, OHNTO. July 19, 1880. 
“Hon. S. W. Dorsey, 254 Fifth avenue, New 

York: 

“My DEAR Srr—Yours of the 16th instant, 
with enclosure, came duly to hand. I am 
glad to hear that the letter of acceptance is 
so generally well received. Some parties 
are kicking, as I expected, but, on the whole, 
no serious damage has beendone. Thomas 
M. Phillips, of Newcastle, Pa,, will visit you 
in a few days, and ask you to give hima 
careful hearing. He has made a special visit 
to Indiana, and he has much of interest to 
communicate. Yours, very truly, 

“J. A. GARFIELD.” 

This indicates that at that early day Gar- 
field’s mind was turned to the Indiana elec- 
tion. On the same day he sent the following 
letter to Gov. Jewell. 

“MENTOR, OHIO, July 19, 1880. 

“My DEAR GOVERNOR— Yours of the 15th 
from Washington came duly to hand. I am 
gratified with the results of your visit. I ex- 
pected to hear of some dissatisfaction in 
certain Washington quarters with the letter 
of acceptance, but it cannot be avoided. 
Please let me know as soon as you can the 
result of the Philadelphia matter. I have had 
a long interview with Mr. T. M. Phillips, of 
New Castle, Pa., who has just made a tour 
in Indiana, and, after a full. consultation 
with Mr. New, has made an important side 
arrangement with reference to the campaign 
there. He will leave for New York Weanes- 
day and I shall send him a letter of intro- 
duction. He is an intimate friend. I be- 
lieve this plan, if carried out energetically, 
will, of itself, save the State of Indiana. 
Please tell me how the letter of acceptance 
is received in inner circles, and especially 
what was thought of it by our New York 
friends. Very truly yours, 

“J. A. GARFIELD,” 

The next day Garfield wrote the following 
letter, both to Dorsey and Jewell: 

“MENTOR, On10, July 20, 1880." 
‘‘Messrs. Jewell and Dorsey: 

“GQENTLEMEN—This note will introduce 
to you my friend, Mr. T. M. Phillips of New 
Castle, Ba., of whom I have recently writ- 
ten you. He has made a tour of Indiana 
with a view to special work in 
the State, the full details of 
of which he will privately give you, Mr. 
Phillips has been my intimate friend for 
many years, and you may implicitly rely on 
his thoughtfulness and good judgment in 
anything he undertakes. I have no 
doubt- that the result in Indiana 
can be made secure by following up vigor- 
ously the work which he has begun. Of 
course it is imperative that whatever is done 
in this direction should be done quietly. 
Very truly yours, J. A. GARFIELD.” 

The National Committee, before the In- 
diana campaign, were besought for money 
from Maine, and the following letter from 
Mr. Blaine shows that they were not satisfied 
with the amounts that were contributed: 

“AuGUSTA, ME., August 14, 1880. 
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the middie of August; and we have 
not received a penny’s aid fn the closest and 
most central battle of the campuign. I do 
not wish to bea grumbler, but I assure you 
that you are imperilling the whole campaign. 
Yours, “Jas. G. BLAINE.”’ 

Senator Allison, who was in Maine, seems 
to have been encouraged at the result of Mr. 
Blaine’s letter, for he writes as follows from 
Maine: | 

‘Dexter, Me., September 2. 

“DEAR Mr. JEWELL-—I will be in New 
York, at Brevoort House, on Monday. I 
want to see you before going West. I wish 
you could come down to the Brevyoort 
during the day, where we can 
have a quiet talk of half an 
hour, Why not do this?, Matters are look- 
ing wellin Maine. Jam greatly deceived if 
our people du not have a decided victory. 
Yours very truly, 

“W. B. ALLISON. 
‘“‘To Marshall Jewell.” . 

The next letter which Mr. Allison wrote 
was written to Senator Dorsey and reads as 
follows: ; 

“DUBUQUE, IowA, September 14. 

“My DeAR Srr—The Maine business is 
very bad. I tell you, you must get down to 
serious work. Money myst be hadand must 
be sent to Indiana. If We lose Indiana in 
October we are beaten. No stone must be left 
unturned in that direction. You must gather 
about you acorps of strong men who can 
aid you in raising funds, We must recover 
this disaster in Maine by carrying Ohio and 
Indiana. Maine was earried by money and 
the still-hunt tactics. Those same tactics 
must be played in Indiana and Ohio. Look 
out. Hastily yours, 

“W. B. ALLISON.” 

But the National Committee at that time 
were having demands made upon them from 
other directions. For-imstance, there is a 
letter from the Hon. Stewart L. Woodford 
from West Virginia: 

“WHEELING, W. VA., August 29, 1880. 

“My DrEarSrtr—Now fer business. Those 
people ought to be helped. Here, if any- 
where, the South is to be broken. You know 
what funds youhave. Sturgiss and Atkin- 
son agree to raise $10,000if you will give them 
$15,000. With $25,000 they can make an 
effective campaign. Of this $10,000, Wheel- 
ing men will give $5,000 and Sturgiss agrees 
to raise the remaining $5,000. With $25,000 
they can organize the State. Ifyou can 
possibly do this without endangering Indi- 
ana, I advise it very earnestly. Your friend, 

“STEWART L. Wooprorp. 
“The Hon. Marshall Jewell.” 

On September 7, the Rey. J. R. Thompson, 
President of the West Virginia University, 
wrote to Secretary Dorsey. as follows: 

“If you put men and sifiews here at once 
the Republicans will carry it (West Virginia) 
in October.” 

But the Republican National Commit- 


tee had more imporjaat business’ to 
attend to thanputting mn ney into 


West Virginia. There was ‘a plaintive howl 
from Virginia herself for cash, as appears 
by the following letter from Mahone’s chief 
Republican lieutenant: 


*‘LINWoOOoD, September 22, 1880, 
“Gov. Jewell: : 


“My DEAR Srr=The expenditure of $50,- 
000 by your committee will insure the elec- 
toral voteof Virginia to Garfield and Arthur. 
‘Help us Cassius, or we sink.’ Yours truly,

The attention of the committee was from 
the first turned toward the Indiana election, 
not only of their own accord, but at the sug- 
gestion of many of the prominent Repub- 
lican politicians. Mr. D. B. Henderson of 
lowa, who succeeded Dorsey as secretary of 
the committee, however, had a different 
view. He writes from Dubuque as follows: 

“DUBUQUE, August 8, 1880, 
‘‘Hon. S. W. Dorsey: 

“DEAR Srr—Maine must not be 
lost. If you can make sure of 
New York give Indiana to the enemy, 
excepting to keep them busy there. In other 
words, keep up a firein Indiana; plant the 
troopsin New York.

The opinion of Mr. Henderson was not 
shared by Mr. Richard Smith, editor of the 
Gazette. He writes as follows:

came duly to hand, andit surprised me. I 
was amazed at what you said had been rep- 
resented to you by Nash and Garfield, be- 
cause [know what I said to you was true. I 
am not in the habit of misrepresenting 
matters of this kind, and I now repeat every 
line I wrote you before and since the Maine 
election, and support every line of that let- 
ter. I probably know more about what the 
Democrats are doing and proposing to do 
than Mr. Nash, chairman of the Republican 
Committee of Ohio, because the brains of the 
management are here. Perhaps you will say 
lam meddling. Well, you know lam up to 
my eyes in this fight. I am devoting night 


| and day te it, and in feeling am ‘all over’ in 


this business: Therefore I keep posted both 
as to this State and Indiana. That, too, is 
my business, and I now tell you that, as mat- 
ters are going in Indiana and Ohio, we are 
beaten in both States. There should be 
$50,000 judiciously placed in each State within 
the next ten days, and two-thirds of it should 
be reserved for use on election day.

The following letter was written to Gen. 
Garfield by one of the chief managers of 
John Sherman’s canvass. It has reference 
to the obtaining of funds for use in In- 
diana:

“Gen. James A. Garfield: 

“DEAR Srr—Your kind letter as to the 
campaign tund is received.I am in correspond- 
ence with the parties as to the completion 
of the negotiations. As soon as I am able to 
report definite conclusions of the transac- 
tions on which depends our getting the 
funds, I will write you. Your obedient 
servant, D. B. Fearne.” 

The subject of finances was ever present 
to the National Committee, as the following 
note will indicate: 

“SARATOGA, August 2%, 1880. 

“DEAR GOVERNOR—I have yours of yester- 
day and note contents. I think it would be 
well for you to send out to-morrow a note to 
each member of the finance committee, ex- 
cepting Keene, in the form enclosed. Gov. 
Morgan says he could not serve, and I fear, 
after long talks, that we shall only get small

But Mr, Dorsey was making arrangements 
bv which the wealthy men could be brought 
together, the results of which were seen 
afterward in large tontributions.

This letter shows that, as Dorsey’s friends 
claim, he had the confidence of the Repub- 
lican leaders, and was really the man upon 
whom they were relying forthe arrange- 
ments which subsequently resulted 
in the successful bargains by which 
the election of the President was 
procured. There was one man, however, 
who did not seem to have confidence in Dor- 
sey. Ina letter written by the Hon. John 
M. Forbes of Boston to Gov. Jewell, dated 
Boston, September 21, he says: “If we have 
any money to spare in Indiana, besides what 
the New York Committee chooses to send 
through Mr. Dorsey, I suggest sending it 
either ¢> Ben Harrison or Gen. -Porter, ask- 
ing him to co-operate with the others. I 
have sent you $13,000 and promised Barbour 
$3,000 for West Virginia, and with $2,500

list which I can call for, so I could 
supply you by advancing $5,000, but 
I will not advance it unless it 
goes to Harrison or Porter, whom I happen 
to know better than Ido Dorsey.

Mr. Forbes also writes to Gov. Jewell, as 
follows, the letter not being dated:

“DEAR Srr—I received your telegram of 
this morning and replied that I would by 
to-night’s mail advance $3,000. Enclosed 
please find my check for $3,000 which I 
advance, although I am alreadv under 
advances to you beyond my subscription. It 
is currently reported that your New York 
members of Congress often pay from $20,000 
to $25,000 to their election. If you do not 
soon get steam up in New York we shall 
break. New York ought to pay at least $3 
for every $1 raised in Boston. Yet so far 
we are ahead.

the Republican State Committee in Indiana,

Story of the Killing of Wood Hite, the Bandit, 
as Revealed in the James Trial—The Identi- 
fication of Frank— The Tragedy at the 
Ford House—To-Day’s Proceedings.

GALLATIN, August 28.—Dick Liddell con- 
cluded his testimony yesterday, and, not- 
withstanding a most rigorous cross-examina- 
tion by Col. Phillips, his statement of Satur- 
day was not shaken in the least. The 
defense made strong efforts to break down 
‘the credibility of the witness. To questions 
involving statements.made by Liddell to oth- 
ers that Frank James had not been with 


the gang for a long time, he returned an em- 
phatie and positive denial of all such con- 
versations. Prosecuting Attorney Wallace 
at once proceeded with his chain of evidence 
corroborative of Liddeli’s story. 7 the ex- 
press agents at Lexington and Richwond 
the receipt of Frank James’ wile’s sewing- 
machine and of her presence in the State was 
established. 
THE FATHER OF THE FORD BOYS, 

Mr. J. ‘f. Ford, testified to having met 
Frank James at his home in_ Ray 
county, in May 9, 1881, and again in July of 
that year, five days before the Winston rob- 
bery. Frank was at the time of the first 
visit traveling under the name of Hall. Ford 
testified to having seen him in company 
with Liddeli, Cummings and Jesse James 
that same year. 

Capt. Ford testified: That he first saw 
Frank James about the 1st of May, 1881, at 
Charley Ford’s, and thdt he had seen Frank 
often since; during the months of June and 
July he saw him in company with Jesse, 
Diek Liddeii, Clarence Hite and Wood Hite. 
‘The testimony of certain railroad empioyes 
next substantiated the alleged facts of the 
Winston train robbery of July 15, 1881. 

MRS. MARTHA BOLTON, 
Capt. Ford’s sister, next testified that 
she knew Frank James; and first saw 
him at her brother’s residence in May, 1881, 
in company with his brother, Jesse James. 
Ed. Miller was with the company. At this 
visit Frank staid a week, reading poetry— 
mostly Shakspeare. Frank seemed to have 
a ditferent expression then, for he wore side- 
whiskers aud a mustache and assumed the 
name of Hall. Itwo or three weeks after- 
wards I saw him again incompany with 
Dick Liddeil. They then went away to- 
gether. He then staid away twoor three 
weeks and came back again and staid until 
the 4th, 5th and 6th of duty before the Win- 
ston robbery. After that she saw Frank 
and Jesse and Clarence Hite come 
there about the ist of October, and 
then she never saw Frank after that.

No afternoon session of the Merchants’ FEx- 
change will be held until September 10. Monday’s 
board opens at 10:15 a. m.;on other days at 9:15. 
Private cables to-day reported wheat as de- 
pressed, and that the crop was harvested in good 
condition iu the south of England.——Late cable 
offers on wheat were on basis of $1 01 for No. 2 
red here.——The first new clover seed received 
this season came to-day to Westcott & Hall, from 
J. T, Powell ot Carterville, Ili. There was only 
seven sacks in the lot.——A New York private 
circular has the foliowing: “The crop news has 
been fairly good for corn, excellent for spring 
wheat and bad for cotton. Itis evident that cot- 
ton has been very seriously damaged in nearly 
all sections of the South, and the crop is not likely 
to reach 7,000,000 bales. Rains have come in 


Texas. Louisiana and Alabama, but too late to be 
of large benefit. Harvesting in the Northwest 
has progressed rapidly. and the quality of whea 
seems to be satisfactory at nearly all points. Good 
authorities estimate that Minnesota and Dakota 
will produce 60,000,000 busheis. The damage by 
drought in the Red Kiver valley was almost 
wholly overcome by rains during the last week of 
July,and prospects favor a full average crop. 
Foreign advises indicate that thcre will be a mar- 
ket abroad for the full surplus of American 
wheat.”——To-day saw the dullest market in 
hogs at the Nationai Stock Yards that 
has ever been kKuown. There was a g 
inguiry, but no supply on hand.—— 
Carruthers & Allenof New York, wire their 
opinion on wheat as follows: “We cannot see any 
good in buying wheat. Everybody ts bullish and 
loaded. There is no short interest at all; be- 
sides that it looks like a weak position when 
the bulls pay 244 cents premium for October 
wheat.” During the past couple days (including 
to-day) the receipts of wheat at the six principal 
markets have been 550,000 bu n 
excess of the shipments. It looks 
very much as though the . different rail- 
road companies intend to look sharp tu their 
weights in the future, from the number of scales 
they are and have been buying. H. F. Keeler, 
manager of the Howe Scales Company, says that 
his company are placing new 40-ton railroad track 
scales in East St. Louis for the Vandalia, Wabash 
and |. & St. L. roads, and, having a contract with 
the Gould system, are shipping a great many 
scales to all its lines. 

The up-turn in wheat of eco J was short- 
lived. It was caused, as reported by the Post- 
DISPATCH, simply by shorts covering, and after 
this interest got enough there was no further sup- 

rt to the market. This was assuredly the case 
ere and advices from other markets reported 
the same. European cables came _ in 
dull and easy, and private cables reported 
wheat as depressed.

POLITICAL BANDITS. 

National scandals we have had before, but 
nothing of such nauseating purport as the 
revelations appearing in our telgraph col- 
umns to-day. The Credit Mobilier dis- 
closures and others of that kind were mere 
side-shows affecting individuals, and even 
the great fraud of 1876, though the startling 
act of a great party, was liable to fade out of 
the public mind as a wrong committed In the 
heat of a close contest and not likely to be re- 
peated. But here we have letters from nearly 
all of the campaign managers, high officials 
and candidates of the Republican party, 
proving that the rottenne$s of the Star Route 
business and of the fraud of 1876 were but 
parts of the accepted and recognized policy 
of the party managers from the nominee for 
President down, © 

Here we have letters from GARFIELD con- 
sulting DorsEy about his letter of accept- 
ance, and, closely following up, stimulating 
and directing the work of corruption ; letters 
from BLAINE howling for money to carry 
the election in Maine; letters from Senator 
ALLISON saying that “Maine was carried by 
monéy and sstill-hunt tactics,” and that 
“those same tactics must be plaved in Ohio 
and Indiana”; letters from preichers and 
University Presidents calling for ‘‘men and 
sinews” co carry their States; letters from 
the good Deacon RicuaRpD SMITH, clamoring 
for the expenditure of an additional $50,000 
in each State ‘during the next ten 
days’; letters from Governor Foster de- 
manding more money for Ohio; let- 
ters from sundry good and eminent citizens 
recounting their progress in raising large 
suins; letters from JoHN C. New about 
JEWELL’S striking the Wabash Road for a 
large amount, and also the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne, as Secretary SHERMAN Was one 
of its directors; and a letter from JOHN F. 
Lewis, sounding the keynote of the 
campaign in the phrase, ‘‘Help us, CAssivs, 
or we sink!” 

In short, Dorsey has shown the organs 
which are denouncing him that he is 
loaded and that can fire off a pyro 
technic picture of a campaign which was 
deliberately made one of blackmail and cor- 
ruption. It is the picture of a party reeking 
with partnerships of fraud, monopoly and 
treasury spoliation. It supplies the detail 
futures of the outline portrait drawn by 
Judge BLAcK when he said: ‘“The false phi- 
losophy of Seneca, that all immorglities. 
are justifed avherm done’ regnandi causa, 
‘gains ground upon us rapidly. The rules 
which meet with universa: observance in 
private affairs are set at naught in political 
action. Election frauds are practiced by 
men who would not cheat in a horse trade; 
bogus returns are palmed off as true by 
those whe would scorn to pass counterfeit 
money, and Christian statesmen are net ex- 
pected to know that stealing the vote of a 
State comes within the prohibition of the 
eighth commandment.”

THE LAW OF 1857. 

The contest over the law of 1857 was not 
concluded, even so far as Judge NooNAN’s 
eourt is concerned, by the decision he ren- 
dered yesterday. He held that the special 
indulgence granted by that act had not been 
repealed by any subsequent legislation. But 
in passing upon the question whether or not 
the vote cast on the first Monday in April,1858, 
was such as to render that law operative, the 
court was bound to decide according to the 
evidence, and that did not present all the 
facts bearing on the question. 

Counsel for the State, relying on the theory 
of repeal, presented no evidence at all in 
regard to the vote on the 5th day of April, 
1858. The only evidence before the court on 
that point was produced by the defense in the 
shape of a certificate from the City Register 
that the returns of the vote on that question 
showed a total of 7,085 votes, of which 5,051 
were for authorizing the indulgence and 
2,084 were against the same. There was no 
evidence that any more than 7,085 votes were 
cast at that election. Upon this showing 
Judge NOONAN was obliged to follow the 
Supreme Court decision in a similar case 
and hold that the requisite authority had 
been granted by the legal voters of the city, 
and that the act of 1857 and the ordinanee 
passed in pursuance thereof are valid and 
effectual. 

Upon the question whether 5,051 votes 
were sufficient at an election which brought 
out a totaltvote of over 13,000, Judge Noonan 
rendered no decision, expressed no opinion. 
But counsel for the State may present that 
question for decision in the very next case 
turning on the valid:ty of the act of 1857, and 
there is in yesterday’s opinion no indication 
as to what the decision will be. 

In cases where bonds are issued or local 
taxes levied by municipal corporations un- 
der enabling acts requiring the assent ofa 
majority of the voters voting at the election 
in which the question is submitted to them, 
it bas been settled in this State that the 
majority required is not merety of those 
voting on the particular question, but a 
majority of all who vote at that election. To 
confer on a minority the power to impose 
debts and taxes upon a community is so con- 
trary to public policy that the courts will 
intention in a statute 
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verso principle of construction is applicable 

to a totally different enabling act like that of 
1857, It imposed ho tax or debt, restricted 
no man’s liberty, interfered with no man’s 
righis. Qn the conttary it was a Democratic 
local option Jaw, enabling the people of St. 
Louls to permit the sale of refreshments 
other than distilled liquors on Sunday,if they 
believed it safe to do so. Atthat time it 
was not-understood that any votes not cast 
against the indulgence would be counted 
againstit, and it is but reasonable to sup- 
pose that all who did not vote against it were 
at least willing to give it a trial. For the 
rest, more than two to one voted in favor of 
it, and to hold that such a vote rejected it ts 
to defeat local self-government by a strained 
construction for which there is no excuse in 
public policy or in the probable intent of the 
Legislature. 

In short, the law of 1857 was a good Demo- 
cratic local option law which ought to be in 
force now all over the State. Where the 
people of any municipality want Probibition, 
let them have it. Where they want dram- 
shops, let them vote for license. Where 
they want to discriminate between dram- 
shops and beer gardens, let them do so, The 
residents of a community are the best judges 
of what.to tolerate and what to suppress for 
their own good, and they should have the 
power to act accordingly. 

————— 
LEGAL TENDER LAW. 

A State making any but United States 
legal tender coins a tender in payment of 
debts would do a very foolish thing. Our 
mints are fully capable of supplying the de- 
mand for coin, anda coin which is a legal 
tender in but one State would soon prove a 
nuisance and a tax to its people. We believe 
no State in the Union has recently made any 
but coin issued by the United States a legal 
tender and that no State is likely to do so 
now. 

But the New York Herald is certainly 
wrong in asserting that no State can make 
any other kind of coin locally a legal tender. 
At the time the Constitution was adopted we 
had scarcely any but foreign coin, the legal 
tender value of which was regulated by local 
statutes remaining in force long after the 
adoption of the Constitution. In the Missis- 
sippi Valley the principal curreney was 
French coin and Spanish doubloons and 
dollars. While giving Congress the power 
**to coin money and regulate the value there 
of,” and providing that no State should ‘‘coin 
money, emit bills of credit, or make anything 
but gold or silver coin a tender in payment 
of debts,” the Constitution was carefully 
worded so as not to invalidate local statutes 
regulating the value of foreign coins until 
Congress should undertake such regulatien. 
The power to give foreign coin a legal ten- 
der value, so long as Congress fails to regu- 
late such. value, was not prohibited to the 
States. As to the trade dollar, a State law 
regulating its legal tender value would be 
locally valid, if not in conflict with a’law of 
Congress on the same subject. 


Cot. Jonn O'Day, who is one of the 
peep o’ day boys when he gets started, has 
drawn his knife and started out for the 
scalp of Mr. 8S.

O’Day as the representative of the railroad 
monopolists and has paid a good deal of at- 
tention to his private affairs, personal ad- 
ventures, etc. O’DAY now comes to the 
front with an open letter ‘published in the 
Carthage Banner, in which he charges that 
CARPENTER, while a clerk of a Senate Com- 
mittee at Jefferson City, in 1879, caused a 
number of letters to be written to him 
(O’Day) with a view to extorting money 
from the railroads of the State. He pub- 
lishes a fac simile of a letter said to have 
been written to him by Mr. CARPENTER, 
though copied and signed by another per- 
son, in which a bold proposition is made to 
have the railroads pay for CARPENTER’S 
silence. In conclusion Mr. ©’DaAy says to 
the editor: 

I am aware of your unscrupulous character, 
that you are a low, infamous,grovelling scoundrel, 
lost to all sense of shame; that your whole pur- 
pose and mission in journalism has been and is 
to besmirch, harass and annoy all who refuse to 
respond to your demands for blackmail. 

This is very bitter and unparliamentary 
language. The charge made against the editor 
of the Patriot is the most damaging one that 
can be brought against a man occupying a 
representative position. It will be inter- 
esting to note how the editor will meet it. 


Tas CoMTE DE CHAMBORD’s St. Louis 
adherents are naturally plunged in grief over 
the demise of Henry V. We have read 
with emotion the published correspondence 
which took place between the Bourbon exile 
and this city, and the flush of pride mounts 
to our brow when we reflect that the King’s 
nobles and aristocrats of Eurdpe did not 
catch us tripping on etiquette.

Tue city of Warrensburg, the home of 
Governor CRITTENDEN and of his pastor, 
the Rev. Joun A. Brooks, of Prohibition 
fame, has for the last five years refused to 
license a whigky saloon.

difference observable was the disap pearance 
of a copsiderable revenue from licenses. 
Finally the taxpayers grew tired of the ex- 
periment, and the other day the authorities 
resumed the old and wiser policy of licens- 
ing and regulating the traffic instead of 
vainly trying to suppress it, 
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At Centerview in Gov. CRITTENDEN’S 
own county a few days ago, a mob of women 
raided and wrecked a saloon kept by one 
FLYNN, destroying his property and empty- 
ing his beer and liquors upon the ground. 
If Gov. CRITTENDEN has written any letters 
calling the attention of police officers to this 
outrage or issued any proclamations con- 
demning such lawlessness, and denouncing 
or threatening the “‘conspirators’’ engaged 
in it, the same have not yet been published. 
While the Prohibitionists are organizing 
this sort of thing, the courts are deciding 
that some, at least, of the alleged acts of out- 
Jawry and rebellion in St. Louis are but the 
orderly exercise of lawful rights.

As 
her family are good customers, we offered to 
take back the buttons, but no, they said they 
would rather consider anything she tovk out 
of the store in the light of a purchase. Now 
the young lady in question is a modei of pro- 
bity in all other respects, and seems to be 
perfectiy unconscious of any trangressivn of 
the moral law.

“The wife of a weil-kuown up-town pas- 
tor is a coufirmed kleptoiwaniac, much to the 
sorrow of the good man, her husband. She 
is never alowed to go out shopping without 
being accumpauied by some one, and a 
messenger is employed tw return the 
purloined articles, which are usu- 
aily of trifling value. A_ venerable 
old iady, a devout mewber of the Presbyteri- 
an church and areal motherly old soul, is a 
victim tothe habit.

conirul this horrible habit. She gave me her 
naime and address. and when I verified them 
I put the case down as one of kleptoinania, 
and sub entevents proved that 1 was 
right.< :

THE PAROXYSM OF INSANITY. 

Dr. Gall mentions the instance of two eitizens 
of Vienna who, on becoming insane, were 
well known to the hospital for an extraor- 
dinary propensity to steal. Another case 
that I remember is that of a boy who fel! off 
a woodshed and fractured his¢kuill. Up to 
the time of the accident he was perfectly 
honest, but afterwards he became -so dis- 
honest that he would steal anytbing. 

“It is hard to decide in many cases 
whether it is kleptomania or plain stealing. 
Before concludingiwbetner a person isa klep- 
tomaniac, his pecuniary means, rank, posi- 
tion, and the circumstances’ under which he 
has stolen, and those under which he has 
committed previous thefts (if any) should 
be taken into consideration. If he has 
adopted precautions against being detected 
in theact of stealing, or has attempted 
to conceal the iarceny, or fails 
to endeavor to restore the _  articies 
stolen, or has conspired or planned with an- 
another person to Ccommitthe theft, or was 
in a condition to be deterred from the com-

| BACK FROM EURORE. 


Manager Charles Pope Speaks of 
His Summer Trip Abroad. 


American Players in Great Britain— 
Henry Irving’s Acting—His Prospects 
in This Country—Mrs. Langtry—Mme. 

Judic—Popularity of English Actors. 


Manager Chas. R. Pope returned to the 
city yesterday, looking stouter, healthier 
and brighter than when he left three months 
ago for a tour of Europe. His theater opened 
last to-night with “Manette.” Mr. Pope in 
speaking of the season’s prospects was hope- 
ful of even greater success than last year, 
and seemed to think that both public and 
theatrical managers would be equally well 
satisfied with the result. 

“I was in Europe six weeks,” said Mr. 
Pope when questioned about his trip, 
“and spent that time pleasantly in visiting 


the most interesting parts of England, Hol- 
land, Germany, Belgium and France. Of 
course I spent most of my time in London, 
between which and Holland I shared my 
greatest pleasure.” 

‘You met plenty of Americansin Europe?’ 

“Oh my, — The continent is full of 
them, and all seem to be enjoying themselves 
in right regal style. I. met John Scudder 
and his family at the hotel the day I was 
leaving Paris. I heard of Manager Norton 
and Col. Normile, but didn’t .see them. 
They werein Rome when 1 was in Paris, 
and the last information Ihad about them 
was that they were on their way to Rome.” 

AMERIC@N PLAYERS ABROAD. 

‘Did zou hear of or see any American 
players ?” 

“Mary Anderson was at Stratford when 
I got back from Paris. All London was 
talking about her, and I am sure she will be 
a great go there. ‘Her success is assured in 
advance of her debut.” 

‘‘Minnie Palmer,” the manner continued, 
“is having a series of ge “28 through the 
United Kingdom, and John gers is with 
her, opening the eyes of Britishers and 
others by his strange peculiarities. You 
have heard of course about the student’s 
row in the theater at Edinburgh. Well, I 
verily believe Rogers himself sent out the 
circular inviting the students to the demon- 
stration aud even went as far as supplying 
them with the sticks they used in pounding 
the floor. It was, in my opinion, one of 
Rogers’ shrewd advertising tricks.” 

“You saw Irving, of course. What did 
you think of him?” 

‘‘T saw him in ‘The Bells.” and in “Much 
Ado About Nothing.” His Mathias is a won- 
derful piece of acting, But he cannot play 
‘Benedick.’ In this heis a dismal failure. 
I was at the dinner given him by Lord Cole- 
rige, and had the pleasure of visiting his 
theater On several occasions. He will be a 
tremendous success here. Of course, as he 
said himself in the speech at the banquet, he 
expects the Americans to exercise their frée 
and independent judgment in estimating his 
worth, and he wiil no doubt be severely criti- 
cized. But 

HE IS AGREAT ACTOR. 

As Lord Coleridge said truly, there must 
be something wonderful about a man whose 
genius could gather and hold such a com- 
pany around him, and who could 
so thoroughly possess the atten- 
tion and win the homage of all intellect- 
ual England.” 

**He is peculiarly mannered in his acting, 
is he not?” 

**Yes, he has his mannerisms, but they are 
not such as have been so fully written. about 
in thiscountry. Mr. Irving is an educated 
man, and speaks good English. There is no 
cockney dialect, and the only peculiarity of 
his speech is the faulty inflection, by which 
he seems to chipout his expressions and give 
them emphasis. He has a stride or strut in 
keeping with his style of speech, and he 
makes a point of pees long enough to let 
the audience catch and retain his meaning. 
‘There is extraordinary force in his acting, 
and his triumpn here will be overwhelming,’’ 
“Did you see any other celebrities in Lon- 
don ?”’ 

Only Mme. Judic. Sheis great in French 
comedy and song. Personaliv she isa cross 
between a Hebe and Ganymede, and when I 
say that she speaks all over 1 express every-. 
thing that could be said about her. But 1 
don’t think she would be appreciated here.” 

‘‘Are there any novelties in the European 
market ?”’ 

“None that are worth having that we 
haven’t got.” 

LONDON THEATERS AND ACTORS, 

“How about the London theaters?” 

“They are larger and more massive 
than ours—otherwise there’s nothing special] 
to note about them, except that 
the old-time architectural ideas are pre- 
served both in their exterior and interior. 
Theaters, however, were the last things 1 
thought of. Ofcourse when evening came 
on I visited the theaters where they were to 
be found, but there were so many other 
things to see and note that I had very little 
time tospare to the stage. Probably the 
pleasantest day I ae while away was at 
the Aseot races. ‘There the sight is a grand 
one. You see all England at Ascot—the 
handsome women and titled men, and ali 
that sort of thing, you_know. I saw the 
Prince and Princess of Wales—fine people— 
there, and stood as nearto them asl am 
new standing to you.” 

_ “Something I noted about the London stage 
is thatactors are on a better social footing 
there than in any other country. Their so- 
ciety there is sought for by the nobility, and 
young bioods enter the clubs simply and for 
no other reason than that they can there 
meet with and enjoy the society of actors. 
‘The actors’ clubs are, by the way, the tullest 
in London. But, pshaw! I could talk to you 
for a month about Europe and give you 
enough to fill forty books. WhatI have 
now said is only a drop in the bucket.”’

PROFESSOR BANDELIER. 


Arg Account of His Kecent Journey in 
Arizona and New Mexico. 

Professor A, F. Bandelier, the celebrated 
explorer and archeologist, has recently 
returned to his home at Highland, 
ll., from a tiresome and adventurous 
journey through the wild and thinly settled 
districts of New Mexico and Arizona. 

It willbe remembered thatit was cur- 
rently reported last. spring that Mr. Bande- 
lier had been killed by the Apache Indians 
while prosecuting lis researches in Arizona. 
Happily this report proved to be false, as he 
found asafe refuge at Camp Apache until 
the red raiders were driven south of the 
Mexican boundary by Gen. Crook’s forces, 
and he now has the pleasure of reading the 
appreciative obituaries that were published 
in a majority of the newspapers throughout 
the United States. Mr. Bandelier left St. 
Louis early in Noyember, 1882, and went di- 
rect to Santa Fe, New Mexico, where he 
commenced his long and dangerous Journey 
of exploration on horseback and alone, vis- 
iting, surveying and sketching every ancient 
ruin aud mound that he could reach. Dur- 
ing his journey he traveled _ nearly 
1,900 miles, of which 1,500 miles Were 
on horseback and the remainder on foot, in 
freight wagons or any other conveyance he 
could tind. He visited the ruins of Gran 
Quivera, celebrated’ in the writings of the 
oid Spanish explorers, the Pueblos of San 
Domingo, Cochiti and ethers, including the 
Pueblos of Zuni, where he found Mr. Frank 
Cushing of the Smithsonian Institute, who 
has been adopted into the tribe and elected 
war chief. Mr. Cushing is residing in one of 
the houses of the Puebios, with his wife and 
sister-in-law, two charming ladies from 
Washington, D. C., who are also clever 
artists, and are rendering valuable assist- 
ance in sketching the antiquities, costumes 
and ceremonies of their interesting neigh- 
bors. Nr. Bandelier gives a very amusing 
account of the curiousand interesting ming- 
ling of antique and barbaric decorations and 
furniiure imported by those ladies for the 
embellishment and comfort of their rude 
home. After leaving Zuni Mr. Bandelier 
continued his journey to the South aad 
West by way of Ago Caliente, 
Camp Apache, Camp Thomas, 
San Carlos, Camp McDowell, Phoenix, 
Fiorence and Tucson, He has brought back 
a beautiful and interesting series of water- 
color sketches, illustrative of the topograph- 
ical features of the countiy,the ancient ruins 
and cave dwellings, and pottery, ornaments, 
idois, dresses and accoutrements of the var- 
ious tribes inhabiting the regions he passed 
through. This report, which covers about 
three nundred pages of closely written man- 
uscript, is intensely interesting. It will be 
published by the Archeological Institute of 
America, at Boston, Mass., under whose 
auspices he undertook the journey. Mr. 
Bandelier will rest from his arduous labors 
until October next, when he will start on a 
still more adventurous expedition through 
the mountainous districtg of Sonora and 
Chihuahua in Old Mexico, where he hopes 
to add largely to his already vast stores of 
knowledge of the ethnology, philology and 
antiquities of the country. Few men can 
bring to such a task such varied talents as 
Mr. Bandelier, and most certainly none can 
excel him in courage, endurance and devo- 
tion to the cause of science.
